This is in pecordanté with regulation No. 2 
made by the Central Government’ for th, 
huppreasion of opium smoking, aa approved by 
There are two kinds of licenses, 
one being iséued to people over 60 and the other 
to those under gO years of age. All licenses will 
ewed annually when the amount 
consumed pf the Hconsee must be reduced with: 
a view to his firially; weaning himself of the 
habit at the end of the fixed period of 10 years. 
The object of issuing these licenses is tw prevent 
a person from ‘consuming more opium than is 
-apecified in his license, From inquiries made 
after we had iasued these licenses last year we dis- 
covered that many people hed been purchasing 
opium without e license and reselling it to 
othors, and wo, find that this practice is still 
going on. We. alao learat that some people 
make use of the license to “purchase opium 
several: timed ‘a day while othors purchase & 
larger quantity than that specified in ‘the* 
license. ‘Tho regulations are thus rendered 
proctically nugatory:, We have therefore ins- 
trusted the deputies appointed for the ‘suppres- 
sion of opium smoking and the principal ssso~ 
cistion. formed with the same objéct to make
